GENERAL  REPORT 

In  spite  of  teacher  shortages,  storms,  illness  and 
other  handicaps,  the  Deering  schools  have  continued  to 
operate  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  The  children  are  ac- 
quiring the  basic  knowledge  which  will  prove  to  be  of 
greatest  use  in  later  life.  Possibly  we  cannot  give  them 
all  the  extra  "frills"  that  are  taught  in  larger  schools  but 
the  effectiveness  of  their  training  becomes  evident  in 
their  later  work  in  high  school.  Several  pupils  from 
Deering  are  making  a  fine  record  at  Hillsboro  High 
School. 

Transportation  still  is  one  of  Deering's  largest  ex- 
penses and  most  difficult  problems.  After  bad  storms 
and  in  the  mud  season  it  is  often  impossible  for  the  drivers 
to  get  through  with  the  result  that  schools  either  have  to 
close  or  attendance  is  poor.  At  present  Mr.  Locke  is  run- 
ning two  routes,  one  from  his  home  to  Hillsboro  High 
School,  and  the  other  carrying  the  South  Deering  pupils 
to  East  Deering.  Mr.  Johnson  has  two  trips  picking  up 
the  North  Deering  pupils  and  bringing  them  into  East 
Deering.  It  is  not  necessary  to  transport  any  West 
Deering  pupils  except  Irene  McAlister  who,  because  she 
is  not  yet  14,  is  transported  to  Hillsboro  High  School. 
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Most  of  the  parents  in  Deering  do  an  excellent  job 
in  attempting  to  keep  their  pupils  in  school  every  day  and 
have  them  on  time.  The  West  Deering  School  ran  for 
weeks  at  a  time  with  100  percent  attendance.  Neverthe- 
less there  are  still  a  few  parents  who  through  carelessness 
or  selfishness,  keep  their  children  out  of  school  for  un- 
necessary reasons.  Except  in  an  emergency  no  child  of 
compulsory  school  age  should  be  absent  for  any  reason 
except  illness.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  it  is  always  eas- 
ier to  notice  the  few  who  do  not  conform,  I  wish  to  express 
my  sincere  appreciation  to  that  vast  majority  of  parents 
who  try  to  cooperate  with  us  in  this  matter  of  attendance 
and  to  Mr.  Harold  Wells,  our  Attendance  Officer,  who  has 
been  very  helpful. 

The  pupils  are  continuing  with  their  active  part  in 
the  war  effort.  Many  of  them  purchase  War  Savings 
Stamps  regularly  every  week  at  the  school  house.  Besides 
this  they  participate  in  various  programs  suggested  in 
their  "Schools  at  War"  magazine. 

A  cordial  invitation  is  hereby  extended  to  all  parents 
and  citizens  to  make  visits  more  often  to  the  two  schools. 
You  will  be  welcome,  and  I  believe  pleased,  with  what  you 
will  see. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Board, 
Teachers  and  others  who  assisted  in  our  attempt  to  main- 
tain good  schools  in  Deering.
